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Amanuensis, 


The entire and vast number of Stars act 
ns Satellites to the Earth, Sun, and Moon : 
that is, they revolve, iu systematie order, 
around their larger companions ; and have 
CuEMICAL resource to those around 
which they revolve. 

These Stars are formed out of a Nebu- 
lons mass of CngMiCALS, which is thrown 
olf from the great Center—the Zriune 
embodiments of CREMICAL accumulation : 
which are the Earth, Sun, and Moon. 

There is not, in the whole ethereal sea, 
a OnrMICAL element, but that finds its 
couuterpart or affinity iu the composition 
of the triplet Planets—the Earth, Sun, 
aud Moon, Itis nut the same with the 
Stars, for these contain only parts of the 
great Centralizing supply of CHEMICAL 
properties which comprise the Earth, Sun, 
aud Moon. 

All Organie Life derives its order of 
formation, and system of existence form 
the united action of these thee Centrals 
or triplet Spheres: viz :— The Earth, 
Suu, aud Moon.

Spirits who bask in the Sun's orbit, are 
higher developed in Magnetie qualities 
thas others, and are termed developed 
spirits of light and wisdom, They are 
truthful and loving; aud are powerful 
influences towards those with whom they 
meet, They are thus because all Maguetic 
influences are warm, bright, and life-giv- 
ing -and these spirits are bighly Magnetic. 

Be it understood, that the Sun is the 
Magnetic Planet ; the Moon, the Electric ;

The Earth is not stationary ; neither is 
the Sun, or Moon ; but each are held iu- 
tact by their power of Gravitatiou: and 
one moves equally in keeping with the 
other.

As 8 and 1 are the digits of 9, 
this 9 is used to multiply the 81; thus 9 
times 81 is 729 : therefore, 729 bouudary 
Stars comprise the Endogenous arena of 
Stars around each of the 9 Satellites, 

It is now very desirable to ascertain, by 
computation, the number of Stars arouud 
the entire Central or Triune Planets : 
that is, the Earth, Sun, and Moon, 

Therefore, we will carry out this princi- 
ple of enumeration to its fullest extent; 
and prove it by its own law and systematic 
order,

Aud yet,we are 
told that all modern phenomena is to be 
overthrown and annihilated by a few iso- 
lated loose-drawn generalizations derived 
from “muscle” mind-reading, toe and 
knee-joint and ‘tendons-of-the-foot” rap- 
ping and similar juggleries, alleged to be} 
practiced by the thousands of spirit me- 
dia of our time, no two of whose medium- 
istic gifts exactly correspond iu their 
methods of procedure, Compare, for in- 
stance, the mode of rapping pursued by 
Miss Irish, a lute medium of New York 
city, whom I used formerly to visit fre- 
quently in her vocation, with the slow 
methods of rapping I have adverted to in 
previons numbers, Seated with a printed 
alphabet before her, Miss Irish would run 
her pencil rapidly over each letter, com- 
meneibg at the head, until a spirit rap fell 
ou the letter wanted, which she would put

tions of what are called ''rapping medi- 
ums.” To facilitate operatious, Mr, Sey- 
bert first had a lath of wood made, per- 
haps an inch wide, resembling a yard 
stick, on oue side of which all the letters 
ofthe alphabet were printed iu regular 
rotation, This lath was inserted perpen- 
dieularly in a slot cut thro’ the top of the 
table, so that when at rest its. mether eud 
rested ou the floor, whilst its hither end 
reached to a level with the top of the ta- 
ule, "The medium's seat was in the rear 
of the blauk side of the rod, so that the 
letters were always hidden from his view. 
By this arrangement, the Electric or Mag- 
uetic elemeuts that were used thro’ the 
tmedium’s organization to make the raps 
seemed directed to the raising or lowering 
of the rod, so as to exhibit to the persous 
sittiug ut the table in front, letters ip suc- 
cession that were reqnired to spell out the 
communication had iu haud, This appa- 
ratus was afterwards improved upon by 
Mr. Seybert' getting a cireular, clock- 
faced dise constructed, some two or three 
feet iu dinmetor, with a moving index tiu- 
gerlike the miuute hand of a time-piece, 
fustened to its center, the letters of the 
alphabet beiug arranged near the outside 
of the disc, like the figures on the face of 
a clock, together with a few of the most 
frequently occurriug words, such as the,” 
“id,” spun ea dou’t 
know,” &e. I have often sat with rip- 
piug inediums at this table, who were al- 
ways seated ou the blank side of the dise, 
which was held iv place by a perpendicu- 
lar sapport., When we sat in the dark 
for special purposes, the raps were used 
by the spirits to communicate with us, 
but when our circle was held iu the light, 
the same (or alike) power that was ex- 
peuded in the raps was directed by the 
spirit operators to the moving of the iudex 
fiuger on the dise, so as to greatly facili- 
tute the process of communication, What 
process of the toe or knee-joint rapping, 
after the manner indicated by tbe Butfulo 
M. D.'s or the “displacing of the tendons 
of the foot,” a la Cumberland, could be 
used to make the raps and alternately 
move the hand on the dise to the proper 
letter or word needed, as I have frequeut- 
ly witnessed, let me ask !
